Since the program’s inception in 2001, 140 graatgelbeen awarded for a total of more
than $29 million. This program is a part of the Adtage Mississippi Initiative, which
was proposed by Musgrove in 2000 and passed ir@adsession of the Legislature.
Advantage Mississippi includes not only new bussnesentives, but also
comprehensive changes designed to enhance Migsissipmpetitive position in the
nation and the world.

CDBG is a program of the Community Services Diwisod the Mississippi Development
Authority.
